London, Feb. 20.—The birthrate in 
England and Wales. in 1945 was the 
lowest of all the principal countries 
of the world, except . Belgium, ace 
cording to oMcial statistics published 
today. ¢ 


The number of live births in 1945 
was 679,037, equal to 15.9 per 
thousand of the population, This 
rate was lower than in 1944 or 1943, 
but with those exceptions higher 
than any rate since 1930. 


“Megitimate births totalled 63,420, 
the highest number and percentage 
ever recorded in England and Wales. 


A rise in the number of marriages 
and the continued increase in tho 
number of divorces. was recorded.
